Advices trom Europe tell of the fear 
prevalent there 
iii certain quarters 
that the activities of Lamsdorff and 
Delcasse are directed toward an inter­

Stockholm, where peace negotiations 
might be conducted. 
It is said that 
this move

blocked by the refusal of Japan to 
give any indications as to peace terms

only does Japan insist upon tHis as­ 
surance but she prefers to negotiate 
directly with St. Petersburg. 
W ith the United 
States, Germany 
aud Japan opposed to an international 
conference to end the war, the belief 
is strong in Washington that success­ 
ful peace negotiations will date from 
the day St. Petersburg communicates 
with Tokio direct. 
The Washington 
government is already watching for 
the opportunity to assist Russia and 
Japan in getting into diplomatic com­ 
munication. 
Thus would an 
international con­ 
ference be avoided 
and the United 
States would be in a better position 
to, insist, upon the integrity and ad­ 


m inistrative entity o f China.

T H t VALUE OF OPALS. 


It Mainly DcpentlM on tlie Color« 
Slion n la I he Stone«. 
Veins of opals are usually met with 
in soft formations where nothing above 
ground Indicates tHeir presence. 
The 
search for them, therefore, often rev 
quires considerable time. But it is not 
extremely didicult, for opals are gener­ 
ally found near the surface. Indeed, it 
was thought for u long time that they 
were not to be found as deep as twelve 
feet below the surface. This opinion 
has, however, given way in the light of 
evidence, because opals of great value 
have been discovered at a depth of tlfty 
feet 
The value of opals depends upon sev­ 
eral considerations, of which the prin­ 
cipal one is the color. It is important 
that they should be bright and not pre­ 
sent streaks or spots alternating with 
uncolored substance. The most valua­ 
ble are those which have red fires or 
mixtures of red and yellow, blue» and 
greeu. Opals of a single tint are of lit­ 
tle value unless the tint is particularly 
striking and the figure beautiful. In­ 
deed one of the essential qualities of 
the opal is the arrangement of the fig­ 
ure, which sets off strikingly the line of 
the stone. 
When the figure is quite regular and 
distinct it is the more valuable, much 
less so when the grain is quite small 
and Irregular. Sometimes the color ap­ 
pears as a single blaze or with figures 
regularly spaced. It may then be of a 
fine ruby r<*d and is much sought after, 
but oftenest the uniform tint is only 
green or reddish and has but little bril­ 
liancy. 
The cutting is very important for the 
opal. Tims a thick stone will be much 
less beautiful than a thin stone, which, 
on losing part of Its volume, loses also 
the figure. The foundation tint contrib­ 
utes much to the beauty. It ought to 
he transparent, slightly milky and har­ 
monize fully with the different reflec­ 
tions of tie* opal, which, when it Is real­ 
ly beautiful, presents a variety of hues 
Infinitely pleasing to the eye.—Jewelers’ 
Circular-Weekly.

Veins of opals are usually m et w ith 
in soft form ations w here nothing above 
ground indicates their presence. 
T he 
search for them , therefore, often re ­ 
quires considerable time. B ut it is not 
extremely difficult, for opals are gener­ 
ally found near the surface. Indeed, it 
w as thought for a long tim e th a t they 
were not to be found as deep as tw elve 
feet below the surface. This opinion 
has, however, given w ay in Hie light of 
evidence, because opals of great value 
have been discovered a t a depth of fifty 
fe e t 
The value of opals depends upon sev­ 
eral considerations, of which the p rin ­ 
cipal one is the color. It is im p o rtan t 
th a t they should be bright and not p re ­ 
sent streaks or spots alternating w ith 
uncolored substance. The most v a lu a ­ 
ble are those w hich have red fires or 
m ixtures of red and yellow, blue an d 
green. Opals of a single tint are of lit­ 
tle value unless the tint is p articularly 
striking and th e figure beautiful. 
I n ­ 
deed one of th e essential qualities of 
the opal is the arrangem ent of the fig­ 
ure, which sets off strikingly the hue of 
the stone. 
W hen tim figure is quite regular and 
distinct it is th e more valuable, m uch 
less so w hen th e grain is quite sm all 
and irregular. Sometimes the color a p ­ 
pears as a single blaze or w ith figures 
regularly spaced. It m ay then he o f a 
fine ruby red a n d is m uch sought after, 
b u t oftenest tile uniform tin t is only 
green or reddish and has bu t little b ril­ 
liancy. 
The ru ttin g is very Important for the 
opal. T hus a thick stone will be m uch 
less beautiful th a n a thin stone, which, 
on losing p a rt of its volume, loses also 
the figure. The foundation tin t contrib­ 
utes much to the beauty. It ought to 
be transparent, slightly milky and h a r­ 
monize fully w ith the different reflec­ 
tions of the opal, which, when It is real­ 
ly beautiful, presents a variety of hues 
infinitely pleasing to the eye.—Jew elers’
